Walsh Pioneers 





Examined In Book 



A pioneer development In the 
approach to historical writing has 
been accomplished by a member 
of McGiU's professorial staff. The 
Reverend H. Walsh, Associate Pro- 
fessor of Church History in the 
Faculty of Dlvinityat McGill, bring 
forth in his book, for tho first 
time, a complete account of the 
development of not a 
roinatlon but of all the 
nations and sects of the Christian 
/ Church In Canada. 

McGill Prof««or 

Dr. Walsh joined the Faculty of 



Divinity at McGill University in 
1940. He received a grant from 
the Rockefeller Foundation and 
was thus enabled to visit tho many 
church archival centres across Can- 
ada, for which he was granted a 
six-month leave of absence from 
McGill University. He worked on 
his book for seven years. 

Historical Pro|acts 
Many historical projects have 
been written, but in a denomina- 
tional spirit. "This," as Professor 
W. W. Sweet has said," is tho 
: way to write church histo- 



ry." It is essential, to read the sto- 
ries of "all the denominations" in 
order to get a complete view of the 
religious development of Canada. 
To provide such a view Dr. Walsh 
has written his book, 'The Christ- 
Ian Church in Canada" as such. 
Ecclesiastical Davalopmtnt 
In this book, the author has sin- 
gled out several factors which are 
responsible for the trends in Can- 
adian ecclesiastical development, 
such as the existence of two major 
cultural groups within one nation, 
tho clash of sect ftnd church, the 



controversy over free and establish- 
ed churches and the close affinity 
of politics and religion. 

Original Sources 

His book is based upon research 
into original sources. Dr. Walsh 
"reviews the religious background 
of Canadian Christianity In Euro- 
pe and the United States",, and 
continues down to modern times. 
Tho author considers the bearing 
of modern problems upon the fu- 
ture of the Christian faith in Can- 
ada.
